The midday raiders of London 
were met by an intense anti-air- 
craft fire and the bombs were 
dropped shortly after the all-clear 
signal had been sounded following 
a fifty-six-minute air raid alarm 
which began at 10 A. M. (5 A. M. 
New York time). 

During the warning period invad- 
ing aircraft flew over the Thames 
estuary, but dropped no bombs. 

During the first London alarm in- 
vading aircraft were also reported in 
the vicinity of a Midlands town, 
and still others were believed flying 
in the vicinity of a southwest of 
England town.
